‘The rapidity with which the barriers 
against Enropean intercourse have been 
removed in Japan, speaks volumes in 
favour of the Consals and Ministers 
who have represented our interests at 
Yokohama, Nagasaki, and Yeddo, but 
it also proves that the Japanese have 
felt themselves equal to the coming 
oceasion, and that they apprehend that 
in all future dealings they will bo able 
to hold their own. We mnst not blind 
four eyes to. the fact that the weapon 
thoy will most frequently use is eunuing.
